ptrikc. Nonunion men in forces said to 
be almost unprecedented are on their 
way to Chicago. It was reported a spec- 
lal'train bearing 475 men left St. Louis 
over the Illinois Central road early to- 
day. 
Another train with 500 men was 


being prepared. The work of mobilizing 
the men in St. Louis, was conducted in se- 
crecy. Ilivlf of the men were taken from 
southern Illinois and Kentucky. Many 
Of them are negroes. 


One hundred strike breakers employed 


by the American Express company, the 
Pacific, Northern Pacific and the Nat- 
ional companies, went on strike today to 
enforce a demand of ?5 a day for drivers 
jmd 94 for helpers nnd 50 
cents 
for 


lunches. Their demands were granted 
and they returned to work. 


Some 400 strike breakers, fully 
one- 


half of them being negroes, arriving to- 
day were met at the Illinois Central rail- 
way depot by a guard of 100 policemen. 
Many of the nontinionists carried their 
clothing and other belongings wrapped in 
freshly purchased'pillow slips. Watched 
by thousands of hostile eyes, the new ar- 
rivals were inarched in the middle of the 
streets to lodging houses in the center of 
the city. 


NEGRO FIRES AT ASSAILANT. 


Tumultuous scenes were witnessed to- 


flay at Jackson Boulevard and Franklin 
street, near the headquarters of the Em- 
ployers' Teaming company, the organiza- 
tion formed to supplant 
the 
striking 


teamsters. 


John Williams, a colored nonunionift 


driver, was sitting on one of the wagons 
of the Employers' company, waiting for 
caravans to be formed. A crowd of sev- 
eral hundred persons had gathered nnd 
were jeering Williams and other nonun- 
ionists. Suddenly a bottle, thrown from 
a window in the upper story of a nearby 
building struck Williams on the head. 
The nogro instantly drew a revolver and 
fired towards the window from which the 
bottle was thrown. The action of the ne- 
gro angered the crowd and a concerted 
rush was made towards him. Williams 
jumped from his wagon and fled down the, 
street. Tlic mob soon caught him and ho 
was being savagely beaten when the po- 
lice rescued him from the crowd. Wil- 
liam* was arrested charged with disor- 
derly conduct and with carrying conceal- 
ed-weapons.

The distinguished; speaker was intro- 


duced by Alderman Kosterman in a few 
brief words. The city official said thai 
it afforded him,great pleasure to intro- 
duce Mr. Debs, who.would address them

Mr. Debs was i received with prolonged 


applause and he launched into his sub- 
ject from the start. "The labor ques- 
tion," he said, "has come to be recog- 
nized as the, foremost of our time. .In 
some form it thrusts itself into every 
human relation, and directly or indirect 
ly has a pa.rt in every controversy." 


The speaker held that the system in 


which we live is the capitalist system 
that capital and the laboring class are 
pitted against each other.

CHICAGO, May 1.—May day dawns on 


Chicago with every indication of labor 
peace, except for the garment workers 
and teamsters strike. A similar condi- 
tion has not existed since 1S8G. All the 
building trades, representing more than 
30,000 workers begin work today under 
new agreements, a few witn slightly high- 
er wages and nearly all with some conces- 
sionsln working conditions. The. several 
thousand bakers and the Master Bakers' 
association reached an agreement and 
signed last year's scale for another year. 
Agreements have been renewed in all the 
maritime trades. 


Several wage scales are still open and 


under conference. The principal one is 
that of the ice wagon drivers and helpers. 
The joint committees handling this mat- 
ter will meet again tomorrow for ft final 
settlement. Electrical workers in shops 
both men and women, have nsked for a 
uniform wage scale for like work.

He was the engineer of 
the United States revenue cutter McCul- 
lough which had just arrivd and joined 
the fleet. John T. McCutcheon, the fam- 
ous cartoonist was aboard the McCul- 
lough, having sailed aboard her for a 
two° year's cruise for hia health. Me 
Cutchcon scored one of the biggest news- 
paper scoops on record, being the only 
newspaper man actually present at the 
fracas. As is usual when anything good 
is going on Racine was represented, Dick 
Covert, a former Rncine boy, and now 
in the government employ at Washing- 
ton, being aboard 
the flagship with 


Dewey. Postman Crangle of the Racine 
letter carriers' force was also in 
the 


fight. Speaking of the naval battle he 
said today:

'Unionism," lie declared, "as ap 


plied to labor in the modern sense, 
the fruit and flower of the last centurj 
In the United States, as in other coun 
tries, the trade union dates from the be 
ginning of industrial society." 


Intelligently 
and 
instructively h 


traced the labor movement from its i' 
ception to the present time, showing ho\ 
the tools had passed from the hands o 
the working man into the hands of th 
capitalists and that machinery was th 
cause of over-production. These condi- 
tions ho believed was the primary cause 
of strikes, lockouts'and often bloodshed. 
There was no capital market, but there 
was a labor market. He showed how 
overproduction caused the closing down 
Of factories, and that how in 1873 the 
conditions brought about the birth of 
the tramp; how the machinery was oper- 
ated by unskilled and children, and how 
the present system was simply a ques- 
tion of cheap labor—for profit—and this 
was the result of ignorance. 


He said that some oppose socialism, 


claiming it destroys homes. This was de- 
nounced as untrue and the claim nmdj 
that it is the system that destroys. 


Trades unionism and its meaning was 


gone over at length. He said tfiat from 
the small beginning of a century ago the 
trades union movement, 
keeping pace 


with the industrial development, has be- 
come a tremendous power in the land. 


EXPLAINS THE DOCTRINES. 


Socialism was explained and its true 


meaning. Some said it was a bad thing; 
they believed it was a good thing; he 
insisted that it was inevitable; that it 
was coming and could not be stopped, 
that it was an economical science. He 
told of the growth of socialism and what 
it would do when successful. The way to 
win and down co.pital was by the ballot. 
There was necessity of uniting and act- 
ing together. The ballot was their weap- 
on! What they wanted was the earth 
for all of the people; the machinery of 
production a.nd distribution for all the 
people; the collective ownership and con- 
trol of industry and its democratic man- 
agement in the interests of the people; 
the elimination of rent, interest . and 
profit and the production of .wealth to 
satisfy the wants of the people; co-op- 
erative industry in which all shall work 
together in liannony as the basis of a 
new social order, a higher civilization, a 
real republic; the end of class struggles 
nnd class rule. Under' these conditions 
woman will be the equal of man, there 
would be no children in the factories anr 
there would be no need of them. In clos- 
ing he alluded'to the Japan-Russian war 
and the sacrifice of life and that it wap 
nil becniise of the greed for wealth.

LAREDO, Tex., April 29, (via Bermu- 


da, Tex.)—This city was last night visit- 
ed by a terrific tornado. The lots of life 
is estimated at between 
twenty and 


twenty-five persons, and the damage to 
property is large. 


Shortly after 7 o'clock last night, af- 


ter .an exceedingly sultry day, a dark, 
lowering cloud appeared in the south- 
west. Soon thereafter rain began falling 
in torrents accompanied intermittently 
by heavy hail. The wind began blowing 
at hurricane velocity and signs, roofs, 
and doors -began to fly through the air. 
The wind wrought havoc with houses, 
telegraph polw, shade trees and every- 
thing that came within its path. The 
hiito occupied by the poorer classeu were 
first levelled to the ground and as the 
wind increased in force, the more sub 
stantially constructed buildings were un 
roofed and in many instances demolish 
ed. The lightning flashed vividly and 
continuously, adding to the fears of th 
people.

iu a large majority of such1'cases it is 
the beginning of the end of the strike. 


One of these comments is from the 


Chicago Record-Herald which, after re- 
citing the subject matter, says: 


'•'Tliesc arc 
very dangerous notions, 


and, happily, ns unbound as they are dan- 
gerous. It is not true, as a matter of 
fact and history, that no peaceable strike 
ever occurred; there have been many 
peaceable strikes, and the tendency today 
is axvay from violence. Experience and 
better leadership are bound to increase 
tho proportion of the lawful strikes. 


"The success of a strike depends on 


the condition of the labor market and the 
state of the industry affected. There are 
times when employers make concessions 
because they cannot afford" tho losses in- 
cidental to a strike, There are times 
when labor accepts reductions of pay nnd 
submits to other sacrifices, knowing ss it 
does that the employers cannot go on the 
old basis. Instance the action of the bi- 
tuminous miners last year. 


Violence only intensifies bitterness nnd 


the spirit of hostility. It alienates pub- 
lic sympathy, moreover, without which 
no cause or movement can prosper in our 
day. 


"The truth is that violence nnd law- 


lessness are fatal to strikes in the vast 
majority of cases. Judge Jenkin's utter- 
ly unsound dictum will not commend it- 
self to intelligent labor." 


TRACTION VALUES. 


The tangible property of the Chicago 


traction lines is estimated at $30,000,000. 
This is capitalized for $120,000.000, but 
the market value, the other day,was $80,- 
000.000, for stocks Mid bonds, the pro- 
portions not being stated. The franchises 
arc the main thing in predicating market 
values, though it is presumed the, mort- 
gage bonds in event of purchase would 
yield full value to the owners, leaving 
the owners of stocks to consider. 


Tho contention now going on over the 


proposed municipal ownership of Chicago 
traction lines takes in consideration the 
dispute ove'r the ninety year extension of 
the franchises granted by the legislature 
some years ago, this being practically 
upheld' by the courts having the traction 
receivership matter in charge in certain 
conditions of the lines. This long term 
lease is being fought hard by the city of 
Chicago and very naturally so, but still it 
is an element that may have to be con- 
sidered later on. The Minneapolis Tri- 
bune takes up this matter of cost of 
municipal ownership, saying: 


"The first cost of municipal ownership 


is -not the serious thing. The waste is 
in public operation. For this reason the 
most successful public properties, in Eu- 
rope and America, are -cased to private 
companies for 
operation. Kven state 


owned railroads in France and Italy are 
operated by private companies. 


'"\Ve think the Chicago traction com- 


panies will not realize their expectation 
of selling their plants on the 
basis of 


their earning power, though they will un- 
d: -btedly get a good price. This is the 
common basis of valuation of corpora- 
tions; but it would not be admitted in a 
sale to the public, unless the franchise 
had a long time to run, 


"The reason is obvious. The franchise 


from the city is a. large clement, in tho 
earning power. The company does not 
own this in fee; it has only a lease or 
loan of it for -a term of years. At the 
end of that term the franchise reverts to 
tho city, unless it is extended. If the 
franchise has been used, as in Chicago, 
so atrociously that the city will not ex- 
tend it, but prefers to buy the plant nnd 
use it itself, why should the city pay for 
anything but the material plant? To pny 
on the basis of earning power would be 
to pay for the franchise as well, which 
has come back to the city by expiration. 


'•Take the case of Chicago. Experts 


value 
the 
tangible 
property 
of 


the traction companies at 
,$30,000,000. 


They arc capitalized at $120,000,000 and 
the market value of the securities is $SO,- 
000,000. Wo do not know how much 'Of 
that is mortgaged bonds, but probably 
not more than the tangible value of the 
plant. Money is generally lent to street 
railways on that basis and the life of the 
franchise. 
The Chicago franchises have 


nearly cr quite expired. Soon they will 
be in tho streets by sufferance. 


"Then Mayor Dunne expects to con- 


demn the plants, pay their 
appraised 


value and take possession of the roads. 
The process is summary; but it would 
probably poy the bondholders, who fur- 
nished the money to build the roads. The 
stockholders will be in no worse case 
than the stockholders of private corpor- 
ations that have been ruined by misman- 
agement. They would probably 
lose 


their money. The moral for them "Is to 
manage their own companies so that they 
will not lose their franchises." 


SENATOR AND SECRETARY. 


Senator Hansbrough and • Secretary 


Shaw are still having a lively 
sparring 


match on the wheat drawback question. 
In all his contentions the secretary seems 
to have considered the matter of -permit- 
ting to mix in Canadian wheat with Am- 
erican wheat, and allowing ninety-nine 
per cent of the twenty-five per cent duty 
to be refunded to the Americnn miller 
so exporting, as a necessary assent on the 
part of the government, that the Minne- 
sota millers by 
so mixing Canadian 


wheat, much cheaper, and haying desira- 
ble hard qualities, could secnro foreign 
markets, of lite months practically de- 


nied our flour because of higher cost. On 
the part of .Senator Hansbrough and 
others the contention was set' forth it 
was an improper thing to do because for 
one thing, this, element of foreign'mar- 
kets was not considered as a part of the 
protective doctrine, as that doctrine is 
that of preserving .the home markets for 
the American producer and manufacturer 
and what strengthens'the American citi- 
zen by protection, from foreign competi- 
t.ion enables him all 
the better 
to 


meet foreign competitors upon their own 
heath. 
If therefore_ the drawback ele- 


ment was departed'from the original tar- 
iff provision which was giving this nine- 
ty-nine per cent duty back when import- 
ed raw materials were exported in man- 
ufactured form, which in this case, was 
unmixed with home raw materials, it be- 
came a different proposition. 


Canadian wheat under the tariff may 


be importer! into this country, manufac- 
tured into flour, and exported, the man- 
ufacturer so exporting may get back 
ninety-nine per cent of the duty 
paid. 


The Hanbbrough contention is that Sec- 
rctarv Shaw could not authorize a part 
mixture of American wheat and Canadian 
wheat, this in his judgment being tariff 
revision by the drawback system, since 
obviously other 
foreifpi raw materials 


could also be mixed with American ma- 
terial in the same manner. In his latest 
reply to the secretary the Dakota sena- 
tor asks: „ 


"For what purpose was the duty on 


wheat imposed?" 


Then he proceeds to answer it himself. 
"First, for the protection of the Am- 


erican grain grower; second, for revenue 
with which to pay governmental expen- 
ses. 


"Manufacturers of flour are practically 


the sole importers. Occasionally the Am- 
erican farmer buys a few bushels of Ca- 
nadian wheat for seed; nnd while he pays 
a duty of 25 cents a bushel the miller 
under the most violent executive con- 
struction of the statute pays one-quarter 
of 1 per cent n bushel. According to the 
cheerful policy of your department the 
miller is to certify that he uses imported 
wheat in his exported flour. You do not 
nor you can't know whether he does so 
or not. Hence my statement that your 
department is engaged in a fantastic and 
unconstitutional scheme of tari.1 revis- 
ion." 


Thus the contention goes on, but ns a 


fnct it is not believed the farmers of the 
northwest are as much concerned over 
the mixed wheat drawback proposition 03 
might Iw inferred. It is true the draw- 
back revision method should not lie em- 
ployed, and in truth in a new revised 
tariff the drawbacks should be carefully 
revised as well, and at every point the 
American worker thoroughly protected.

serve Arbor day. By proclamation the 
governor has called the attention of the 
people, and in many places the day will 
be observed. If no public or school cere- 
monies were carried out, still the pub- 
licity attained by an executive proclama- 
tion would be of the greatest benefit. 


Arbor day is tree day if yon will or 


bird day. either. Plant a tree. Plant 
something that will grow and later on 
stretch forth its limbs and be clothed in 
green and if every citizen having a place 
where n tree could be planted will plant 
one, a distinct benefit would be attained. 
Again Arbor day culls fresh attention to 
the fact our woodlands are rapidly di- 
minishing, and that if we would save the 
remaining forests, the 
fa?t 
vanishing 


wood lots, something to the 
purpose' 


must be done. 


It is to this purpose congress of late 


has taken some interest in 'this subject 
and set aside liberal amounts of the -pub- 
lic domain mostly upon mountain slopes 
upon which are yet great forests, and 
further taken much interest in forestry. 
In this latter subject a number of states 
have also manifested interest and schools 
of forestry are not uncommon. Knowl- 
edge of caring for trees, is needed, and 
forestry methods used in many European 
countries arc doing much to replace the 
country with trees. It is known to a 
certainty that tracts of land can be util- 
ized in growing trees for the crop, just as 
other crops are raised. The work is of 
course slower, but when once, planted, 
liic annual cutings permissible returns a 
good interest rate. 


Every state is vitally interested in for- 


estry. In most states are yet remain- 
ing woodlands which should be preserved, 
and not further cut clown. The rapid 
disappearing of the woods, has caused a 
lowering of the 
flowing streams. The 


great rivers of the country 
undeniably 


show the effects of the denuding of the 
ground of timber, apd if wo would pre- 
serve to beneficial use the streams now 
flowing in diminished volume, we certain- 
ly must see to it that the trees are re- 
stored with a bountiful supply of na- 
ture's underbrush to conserve the mois- 
ture. 


T.ct Wisconsin then properly observe 


Arbor clay. Let it be observed 
with 


something more substantial than mere 
words and songs, but with actual deeds. 
Let our country friends plant some trees, 
for they have more room. They could 
probably, some of them, plant a whole 
grove. Let the city people plant shade 
trees, plant n tree or two in their yards. 
Let citizens in country and cit}' and in 
town take the occasion to read 
them- 


selves a lesson and resolve to pay more 
attention to their lawns, their 
yards, 


their flower beds, and beautify their sur- 
roundings. 
Let tho waste places be 


adorned.

the deep ire of this legislator and; he! 
seeks to even iip, with the world of.-life-; 
insurance holders of policies that "they 
be well soaked. 


Just why policy holders should 
be 


made to pay three per cent or any other 
tax upon their premium* paid is not dis- 
coverable. There is. a reason 
for 
the 


measure of this Michigan mnn, and an 
exchange thinks it has solved it thus: 


"Why, however, begin with and stop 


at primary schools? Why not start at 
the creche and have another 1—per cent 
for infant nurseries and the same amount 
for kindergartens, aud then a few per 
cent more or less each for the intermed- 
iate, grammar, and high schools? After 
that could come a tribute levied upon 
life insurance to help main tutu academies 
and colleges. 
There wouldn't by that 


time be much left of the policy holder's 
premiums to pay for his insurance, but 
no matter. The youth of Michigan" would 
be getting a fine education at his ex- 
pense, and nothing can quite take the 
place of learning. If a certain portion of 
his premiums could be seized by the state 
to help found a school wherein certain 
legislators might be taught the primary 
fact that any tax on life insurance 
is 


merely just so much money squeezed out 
of policy holders it would not be amiss. 
These are not strictly halycon days any- 
way for the men who are seeking to con- 
serve the future comfort of their depen- 
dents through the invaluable medium of 
life insurance, and the less discomfort 
legislators seek to pile upon them the 
better for all parties concerned."

THE STATE NOT PAHTISAJf. 


It is difficult to figure out in where the 


state of Wisconsin is involved sufficiently 
to justify an appropriation of $5,000 to 
pay for lawyers engaged by 'the Republi- 
can state central committee or the exe- 
cutive cither in trying a case before the 
supreme court to determine the legality 
of one Republican state convention nnd 
another Republican 'state 
convention. 


There is of course just ns much reason 
for the state to pay the expenses of the 
other faction, though the regularity was 
held to be with those who favored the re- 
nomination of the governor. 


Does anyone suppose if it was the Dem- 


ocratic party concerned, riven into two 
factions, that any legislature would have 
the nerve to favorably report the pas- 
sage of an appropriation to pisy attorneys 
fee; to the successful side, well hardly. 
The state can know no political party 
ns against another political party and 
Republican or 'Democratic, and both have 
ruled at Madison, the state as a state is 
of course non partisan. ^This is to say no 
legislature' can presume to pay political 
obligations from the state treasury. If 
it is presumed to pay $5.000 for legal ex- 
penses of the successful faction, incurred 
bv the Republican state central commit- 
tee, it can of course with equal propri- 
ety appropriate sufficient to pay the cam- 
pa'ign expends of the same party or part 
of party, and why is not one as legiti- 
mate as another. Therefore if tho state 
can pay the legal expenses and conse- 
quently the campaign expenses of ono 
party, it certainly can be called upon to 
pay the expenses of the other political 
parties. 


The appropriation ought not to pass, 


for if passed, it is illegal. Still if the 
state is so kind as to pny the expenses 
of one faction at that time, it certainly 
is as much required to pay the legal ex- 
penses of the other faction. 


THE llEAi. POIM'S. 


There is not a state enacting or trying 


to tnnct proper legislation protecting the 
people, from railroad favoritism as ex- 
tended towards trade combinations for 
interests, nnd protection 
from 
trust 


methods which unmolested destroy legi- 
timate competition, and ruin independent 
operators, merchants and others, but per- 
fectly understand the real points involv- 
ed, "it is to neutralize the work that 
pretended friends of reform throw dust 
in the eyes of the people in enacting only 
too many times legislation that does not 
at nil cover the case, if it is really in- 
tended to remedy abuses and wrongs and 
inequalities. 
Every citizen knows, 
at 


least it may be supposed every citizen 
knows, but perhaps he doesn't know al- 
ways, that it is not necessarily the rate, 
but whether or not the rate, however 
low or high, 1ms not been juggled with by 
which some may have had advantages 
over other men. Some of the stupendous 
fortunes of the day have been attained 
through manipulations of freight sched- 
ules, nnd rebates pnid by means of which 
other people were thrown out of all com- 
petition, and not the worst of these re- 
bates, was the fnct that .these combina- 
tions received from some roads actually 
certain amounts on all shipments such 
as might be made by their- competitors. 
Thus it seems clear that it is not the 
amount of the rate so much us it is the 
assurance no roilrond can juggle with 
them and give one shipper advantages 
over another. So it would follow any 
penalties for violations of the law should 
be visited equally upon the receivers of 
illefal advantages as well.

NEW WAY TO MAKE BUTTER. 


Sweet Cresm|,Poured Over-Pad* Which 


Absorb.All but tho Fat. 


A committee of the Franklin insti- 


tute ot Philadelphia has Just made 
public its report on the Taylor proc- 
ess for butter making. It is recom- 
mended that .-Mr. Taylor receive the 
John Scott medal and premium In 
recognition of the value of his inven- 
tion. 
.; 


In this new process sweet cream Is 


poured Into shallow pans the 'bottoms 
of which ore covered with absorbent 
pads. 
These pads are composed or 


heavy white .blotting paper supported 
on Turkish toweling, or some similar 
material. and,absorb from the cream 
nearly all of Its constituents except 
the fat The-cream fat remalns'as a 
layer on the surface of the pads and 
after several hours' standing it may 
be rolled offii. 


In this condition the-product con- 


tains rather'.too much water and milk 
proteld*; on. this account, and because 
of the absence of salt, It does not keep 
well. If, however, the separated but- 
ter fat be worked and salted in tho 
same way as the ordinary churned 
product the result is a fine grade of 
butter.. 


The process baa the advantage of 


cheapness, since the pads may be used 
over and over again, lasting, It is said, 
for six months of dally use. The labor 
of churning is avoided and, on ac- 
count of the use of fresh cream In- 
stead of that which has stood-to ripen 
for several days, the finished product 
keeps better than butter made in the 
ordinary way. The process has been 
patented In the United States, Canada, 
England, France and
